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C.P.R. OPERATORS 
REFUSE TERMS 


Company Offers Increase, But all 
Demands Not Met—Strike 
May Result. 


Winnipeg, Oct. 9.—It was announced 
this morning that the C.P.R. telegra- 
phers of Winnipeg district voted unan- 
imously against the acceptance of the 
company's offer, From 8t. John’s to 
Vanteouver, the men have recorded them- 
selves as being opposed to the company’s 
proposals, and the leaders are now awatt- 
ing further developments in the shape 
of a revised offer, if any, from the C. 
VR. Every C.P.R. telegrapher in Can- 
ada and every agent of the company 
Will receive an additional 12 1-2 per cent 
to their wages for the current year and 
the cheques of the 1,500 men in this de- 
partment will be swelled by this am- 
ouut, Instructions have been issued from 
he office of the president in Montreal to 
this’ effect, the order, effective Nov, 1, 
has been received by the officials direct- 
ly responsible to the president and has 
gone on to the accountants for the com- 
pany. ‘The amounts will be paid irres- 
pective of any contingencies, which may 
possibly arise later and from the stand- 
point of the C.P.R, the matter of wages 
paid to the telegraphers appears to be 
settled. ‘The request was made by the 
secretary of the western committee that 
all votes should be sent in before six 
vclock tonight and the reply will be 
tabulated this evening. A report will 
be made to Third Vice-President Camp 
bell. in Toronto, who is the highest ott- 
eal of the O.RT. in Canada and under 
whose name a strike will be called, 
should the matter come eventually oo 
this pass, It is stated by the employees 
of the company that no provision is 
made in the new schedule for 
at the cost of the company. Under the 
existing schedule men who have been 
four years in the employ of the company 
are allowed a vacation of two weeks with 
full pay. Tragsportation was also al 
lowed to men who had been one year 
with the company over the local division 
to those who had been two 
the company over the division of the 
general superintendent and to those who 
had been in the service for three years 
over the system. 

There will be without doubt further 
negotiations and the matter will eventu- 
ally be referred by Vice-President Camp- 
bell of ‘loronto, to Secretary L, A. Quirk 
of St. Louis, who will bring it 
the council of the O.R.T. of America by 
whom atone a strike can be authorized. 
Ninety-five 
the country are members of the order 
and all would at once cease work should 
a strike be called. They would be re- 
placed with the greatest difficulty and 
the work of the company would be great- 
ly hampered, Jt is not expected that 
any final decision will be reached for 
several days in any event, 

THE Cc, P. R.'s OFFER. 

‘Toronto, Oct. 9.—The C, P. R. opera- 
tors and dispetchéYs are asking the com- 
pany for an increase in wages of 20 per 
cent, ‘This means $23,400 a year to 2,500 
men, ‘They also want a reduction in 
hours and relief for doing any work be- 
sides that of operating and attending 
to the movement of trains. The com- 
pany offers 12 1-2 per cent to telegraphers 
and ten per increase to line men. 
This means 12 to 8,504 men alto- 
gether, ‘he average increase offered 1s 
$5.68 a month, but the customary two 
weeks’ holidays is to be cut off. In al- 
most an unanimous vote taken over the 
fine from Vancouver to Halifax, the 
men refuse to accept the increase offered 
and are now holding out for holidays, 
shorter hours and relief from all work 
except at keys. The danger of a strike 
of telegraphers, operators and dispatch- 
ers employed on the Canadian Pacific 
railway has been pointed fjout many 
times during the past few months but 
a new note of alarm was sounded today 
when the men refused the increase oi 
12 1-2 per cent. commencing from the be- 
ginning of this month. The men in view 
of proposed new schedule of pay were to 
be denied their usual two weeks, holi- 
days at the expense of the comptny, Or- 
der went forth from the offices of the 
c, Pp. R. Co. believing that this conces- 
sion to the men would end that difficulty 
and bring the work of Commissioners 
Prof. Shart, Wallace Nesbit, K.O., and 
J. G, O'Donoughue, to a speedy conclu- 
sion, Word came, however, from all 
over the system that the new rate of 
pay could not be accepted and the com- 
missioners went on with conference on 
matters in dispute, 

Situation Before the Vote. 

Montreal, Oct. 9.—While the arbitra- 
tors under the Lemieux act are making 
every effort to secure a settlement of the 
dispute between the C.P.R. and its rai!- 
way telegraphers and trying to reach 
an unanimous decision, the C.P.C, has 
stepped into the breach with a series of 
concessions to the men that may end the 
dispute altogether. A few days ago 
telegrams were sent to divisional points 
with instructions that the pay of tele- 
graphers was to be increased 12 1-2 per 
cent the increase to be retroactive to 
the finst of October. In addition to ths 
increase notice was given that in future 
the telegraphers shall be paid overtime 
for all time spent attending to train ser- 
Vice on Sundays, as well as the present 
overtime arrangement for extra werk at 
nights, On the other hand the company 
cancels the present arrangement under 
which each telegrapher is allowed two 
weeks’ holidays very year with full pay. 

This is regarded by the company at 
least, as a very generous concession 
which goes a long way towards meeting 
the demands of the men who asked in 
the main for an icrease of twenty per 
cent and overtime for Sunday work, and 
it is hoped that the men will aeeept this 
as a settlement of the whole dispute, The 
schedule was promulgated as a result of 
the work of vice-president D. MeNichol 
and his assistant, Mr. J. W. Leonard, 
who have for a long time past been hand 
ling the dispute As to whether the 
KMatlway ‘lelegraphers will be prepared 
to accept this concession as a fair meet- 
ing of their demands, that is not yet 
known, 

As soon as the order was sent out the 
heads of the union met and decided to 
poll a vote of the men as to whether they 
should aceept this or go on with the dis 
pute, With the threat of a sirike ever 
looming move prominently on the horizen
